"...claim 5..." and insert "...claim 1..." 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-4, 6-11, 14-17, 19 and 21-23 allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With 
respect to independent claims 1 and 1 1 , the instant invention is directed to an 
entertainment system, and a method for selectively storing, at an entertainment system, 
data being received and displayed by the entertainment system where the data is 
associated with a broadcast channel. The relevant prior act of records such as Chor et 
al (6,141,003) disclose channel bar user interface for an entertainment system. 
Alexander et al (6,177,931) disclose systems and methods for displaying and recording 
control interface with TV programs. Bennington et al (7,398,541) disclose electronic 
TV program guide schedule system and method. Beatty (6,336,053) disclose graphical 
user interface shop floor control system. Rzeszewski et al (5,917,481) disclose 
electronic TV program guide with selective updating. Bedard (5,805,235) discloses 
book-marking TV program and channel selections. However, neither Chor, Alexander, 
Bennington, Beatty, Rzeszewski nor Bedard and any of the cited references teach or 
suggest, alone or in combination the feature of "...displaying a second menu, in 
response to detecting a selection of the mark icon, where the second menu comprises: 
a graphical portion and a list of channels stored in said memory, wherein said list of 
channels is scrollable and said graphical portion displays a show corresponding to one 
of the channels in said list of channels during scrolling; wherein the second menu 
further comprising an instruction displayed in the graphical portion and superimposed 
over the show displayed in the graphical portion, where the instruction comprises a 
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string of textual data explaining an action to be performed by a user to display the 
channel depicted in the graphical portion..." as recited in combination with other 
features of independent claims 1 and 1 1 .
